At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the funeral took place of the late 
George S. McPherson, M. I)., of 
Brainerd, Minn.

brother, W. D. McPherson, 540, 
Dovercourt road.

Broughall, of St. Stephen’s church, 
conducted the services in the absence 
of Rev. Canon Sweeny of St. Philip’s. 
From the house the body was re­ 
moved to St. Philip's church, where 
a service was also held. 
A further

The court asked what 
difference it made to him, since the 
proceeds from the sale would go to his 
creditors and not to him. 
His reply

Reports from the W est Indies state 
th a t Jam aica has just, recovered from 
w h at are termed the seasonal rains, 
answering to the Indian monsoon. For 
days the island has been deluged, from 
thirty to forty inches of rain falling 
in various parts in the course of four 
days. 
Many lives have been lost, peo­ 
ple being washed a w a y by the to r­ 
rential gullies and swollen rivers. Dry 
w ater courses in a day became raging 
torrents a mile wide. 
Bridges have 
been swept away in m any places, rail­ 
way communication is suspended ow ­ 
ing to innumerable landslips, the elec­ 
tric tram w ay system in Kingston has 
been so badly cut up t h a t it will not 
ru n for some time, and the roads have 
been everywhere torn to pieces by the 
raging gullies. 
The seaport town of 
6avanna-la-M ar was flooded for days, 
end communication was only possible 
by m eans of canoes. 
Many coastwise 
vessels have been wrecked, and sev­ 
eral steam ers from America were 
a 
day or two late in consequence of h u r ­ 
ricane weather. 
The crops, especially 
the bananas, which are J a m a ic a ’s prin­ 
cipal export to the United States, have 
been everywhere destroyed, and acuu 
distress is likely to result 
in some 
p a rts of the island for a time.

heavy rains will, however, prove g e n ­ 
erally beneficial.

F o r a long tim e we were accustomed 
to 
speak 
of 1892 as “ the McKinley 
year,” as “ the re co rd -b reak in g y ear of 
exports.” 
B u t the inevitable tre n d of 
R epublican policy has carried us far 
and a w a y beyond th e figures of 1892. 
F o r example, du rin g the whole fiscal 
year of 1892 our exports of copper and 
copper m a n u f a c tu r e s were w’orth $7,- 
226,392; 
d u rin g the first eig h t m o n th s 
of 1898 th e y were worth

twelve m o n th s elapsing between Ju n e 
30, 1891, an d J u n e 30, 1892, an d to the 
value of $11,495,450 between 
J a n u a r y 
and September, 1899. 
A p h e n o m e n a l increase of e xports is 
noticeable in a lm o st every b ra n c h an d 
d e p a r tm e n t of m anufactures. 
S im u l­ 
taneous with this th e re has been a vast 
extension of the production of goods 
for hom e use. 
N ever have the de­ 
m ands of the h o m e m a r k e t been more 
pressing; 
never have W illiam J. B ry ­ 
a n ’s “ c o m m o n 
people” been so well 
fed, so well clothed, so well housed, so 
well supplied with m oney to spend, as 
at present. 
But th e re has been one decrease in 
exports. 
In 1892 our e xp o rts of p ro ­ 
visions, exclusive of breadstuffs, were 
w orth $140,362,159; 
for the first eight 
m o n th s of this y e a r they are w o rth 
$121,651,443. W e h ave now m ore m oney 
to spend on food, and we are eating 
more a n d better food. 
T he tim e seems 
not far d istan t w h en the Am erican peo­ 
ple will be able to c onsum e all of the 
choicest products of A m erican farms. 
All these are hard facts, k n o w n to 
every intelligent m an, but it is w o rth 
while to g a th e r them an d read them 
occasionally as long as the voice of the 
Dem ocrat is heard in our land.—C h i­ 
cago Inter-Ocean.

Vancouver dispatches state th at J. 
J. McArthur, the dominion surveyor, 
who has had charge of a party making 
trails in the Yukon country for the 
past three months, has returned. The 
special object of his undertaking north 
was to make trails along the Yukon 
river, th at winter travel to Dawson 
might be accomplished without 
the 
danger and hardships which have hith­ 
erto been the invariable attendants of 
such expeditions.

Reports from the W est Indies state 
that Jamaica has Just recovered from 
what are termed the seasonal rains, 
answering to the Indian monsoon. For 
days the island has been deluged, from 
thirty to forty inches of rain falling 
In various parts in the course of four 
days. Many lives have been lost, peo­ 
ple being washed away by the tor­ 
rential gullies and swollen rivers. Dry 
water courses in a day became raging 
torrents a mile wide. 
Bridges have 
been swept away in many places, rail­ 
way communication is suspended ow­ 
ing to innumerable landslips, the elec­ 
tric tramway system in Kingston has 
been so badly cut up that it will not 
run for some time, and the roads have 
been everywhere torn to pieces by the 
raging gullies. 
The seaport town of 
Bavanna-la-Mar was flooded for days, 
and communication was only possible 
by means of canoes. 
Many coastwise 
vessels have been wrecked, and sev­ 
eral steam ers from America were 
a 
day or two late in consequence of hur­ 
ricane weather. 
The crops, especially 
the bananas, which are Jam aica's prin­ 
cipal export to the United States, have 
been everywhere destroyed, and acuu 
distress is likely to result 
in some 
parts of the island for a time. 
The 
heavy rains will, however, prove gen­ 
erally beneficial.

So, w ith but two inter­ 
vals in the past generation, the United 
States has been engaged in providing 
for its own people enough food, enough 
clothing, 
enough 
m anufactures 
of 
every sort to supply every reasonable 
American w ant by the 
proceeds 
of 
American Industry, 
It has stayed at 
home and spun its wool w ith success, 
and now It is ready to go abroad in 
search of m arkets for the irrepressible 
surplus of its industry. 
For a long tim e we were accustomed 
to 
speak 
of 1892 as “the McKinley 
year,” as “the record-breaking year of 
exports.” 
But the inevitable trend of 
Republican policy haB carried us far 
and away beyond the figures of 1892. 
For example, during the whole fiscal 
year of 1892 our exports of copper and 
copper m anufactures were worth $7,- 
226,392; during the first eight m onths 
of 1898 they were w orth 
$22,925,485; 
during the first eight m onths of this

been supplied. It encountered little re­ 
sistant*. 
A column is now moving 
west and south from Dngupan along 
the coast. There is no concentrated in­ 
surgent force of im portance in Luzon 
north cif Manila. Southern Luzon will 
not offer any serious resistance. Troops 
are co-operating in that section.

ganized rebellion no longer exists and 
our troops are actively pursuing robber 
bauds.

About ten days 
ago several hands

roving Ynqui

gathering at the

camp of the 
Yaqui located in the mountains on the 
Paphigooliie 
liver. 
The 
Mexican 
troops attempted 
to 
head tin* small 
hands'off. but they were unsuccessful, 
and in a short time all of them had 
joined the mein body of the Indians. 
Evidently 
fearing that the 
Mexican 
troops were preparing to invade their 
camp the Indians push<*d the fighting 
themselves by attacking tin* Mexican 
forces in their camp. The fighting was 
most severe and lasted for a day and 
night, when 
tin* 
Indians withdrew, 
having 
sustained 
considerable 
loss. 
The militia made several attempts to 
dislodge the 
Indians

Thirty-two is 
the number of dead. 
As by a miracle 
Iwo men were rescued at 5 o'clock yes­ 
terday morning after suffering an aw­ 
ful night entombed in the dark cav­ 
ernous chamber of horrors. 
Gov. Rogers will conduct 'n searching 
examination as to the cause of the ex­ 
plosion. lie telegraphed State

Inspector Owens, now at Spokane, to 
attend the inquest and examine wit­ 
nesses himself.

butchers. 
This is to be used as an out­ 
side color. 
In 
purchasing shoulders, 
bacon, hams, etc., it is generally sup­ 
posed they have been smoked. 
That 
Is not the case at all. 
A solution of 
this gives the desired color, making 
a ham h \ve the appearance of being 
nicely smoked. 
1 think there are very 
few corncobs or hickory timber con­ 
sumed in smoking meats. 
In Pitts­ 
burg we brought a number of cases 
against butchers for the use of these 
preservatives.

Through effective association the 
raisin grower has marketed his crop at 
full prices, as fast as the raisins could 
be delivered and packed and with posi­ 
tive knowledge that not a car will be 
carried over into another season, so 
freely have eastern dealers placed or­ 
ders 
for the 
crop. 
On 
the 
other 
hand the prune growers, who have an 
equally desirable product, find it ex­ 
tremely difficult to sell their crop even 
at prices which are but little more 
than half the true value of the prod­ 
uct, as compared 
with 
other 
fruits. 
Dealers in buying and handling raisins 
have perfect confidence in the ability 
of the raisin growers’ association to 
maintain prices at all hazards, 
and 
therefore has no hesitancy in ordering 
freely. 
In handling prunes the dealers 
realize that the growers are without 
organization and consequently are un­ 
able to regulate prices, and if liberal 
purchases of prunes were made, the 
price might drop from an eighth to a 
quarter cent the next day. 
They are 
therefore timid about handling prunes 
at all and buy at as low a price as pos­ 
sible.

bones usually furnish an excellent ap­ 
plication for grass lands, since the> 
are rich in phosphoric acid and alsc 
contain some nitrogen. 
When applied 
they should be finely ground and from 
100 to 200 pounds used per acre. 
In 
some instances larger quantities ma> 
be used. 
They are sown by hand oi 
may be deposited 
by an 
implement 
used in sowing fertilizer. When ground 
in the fresh form they should be ap­ 
plied in the early spring. 
When ap­ 
plied in the form of bone ash the> 
may be sown in the fall, as then there 
is no nitrogen to lose through leach­ 
ing before growth begins in the spring 
When the bones are treated, that is

into 
superphosphate, 
the 
re­ 
sponse in growth will be much quickei 
than 
when 
applied in the untreated 
form, but it will not be so lasting 
Mineral superphosphates may be besl 
applied in the fall, and for the same 
reason that bone ash may be thus besl 
applied.—Ex. 


Fall Work in the O rc h ard —After 
the fruit is all picked and packed and 
the leaves are off the trees, time should 
be taken before it gets cold weather 
to go through the orchards and trim 
out all dead limbs and such as have 
been 
broken or injured 
during 
the 
picking. 
We do not mean a regular 
pruning, though if this is done every 
fall it will not be much work to re­ 
move the superfluous branches at the 
same time. 
The grapevines should be 
trimmed and laid down for protection 
if they need it this month, and bush 
fruits 
properly 
carried 
away 
and 
burned, and if the leaves also are raked 
up and burned it will help to destroy 
many injurious insects and their eggs. 
But if the leaves are put in the hen­ 
house or used as bedding in the stables 
and go from thence to the manure 
heap, the fermentation there may burr 
up the pupa and eggs as surely as fire 
would do it.—American Cultivator.

F r m r v s t lm In M n t, 
At the meeting of state dairy ana 
food departments held In Chicago re­ 
cently Mr. Levi Wells, dairy and food 
commissioner of Pennsylvania, exhib­ 
ited meat preservatives which are used 
to both preserve and color. 
He said; 
“The color In this sample is an anilino 
dye. 
Tho preservative is generally 
boracic acid or something of a similar 
nature. 
We have here another coal 
tar dye that is extensively 
sold 
to 
butchers. 
This is to be used as an out­ 
side color. 
In purchasing shoulders, 
bacon, hams, etc., It is generally sup­ 
posed they have been smoked. 
That 
Is not the case at all. 
A solution of 
this gives the desired color, making 
a ham h*ve the appearance of being 
nicely smoked. 
I think there are very 
few corncobs or hickory timber con­ 
sumed in smoking meats. 
In Pitts­ 
burg we brought a number of cases 
against butchers for the use of these 
preservatives. 
They are used mostly 
by butchers. 
The meat hangs about 
the shop until it turns dark colored 
and Is liable to spoil. 
The butcher 
then usually runs It through a machine 
and cuts it up. 
He adds some of this 
preservative, which 
brightens it up 
and makes it have an attractive color, 
and it will keep indefinitely. 
There Is 
no danger of his ever losing any meat. 
There has been a great deal written 
and said about chemically preserved 
meats. 
We had several prosecutions 
'n Pittsburg, and convictions were ob­ 
tained in all cases brought. 
The goods 
were put up principally in Chicago and 
bought and sold by retailers in our 
state. 
Boracic acid was the preserva­ 
tive, and the expert evidence given at 
the trial by physicians and scientists 
who had made the matter a study was 
that it was an unfit article for food.”

Correction of tho Practice Sheol* 
B esin W hile Yonn*. 
Boys should early be taught the 
heinousness of the offense of spitting, 
both from the basis of decency and 
danger to public heaUb. It Is much 
easier to prevent the formation of a 
habit of this kind in a boy than to cor­ 
rect it in a man, and herein lies the 
mother’s part in the warfare against 
spitting. 
No extension of woman's rights Is 
necessary to make mother a power in 
this neglected realm. All that is re­ 
quired Is return to a duty once faith­ 
fully discharged—but in the rush of 
modern life neglected—the vigilant ma­ 
terial supervision of boys during the 
years in which their habits are formed. 
The boy who is taught that to spit on 
the hearth, the steps—anywhere about 
the house—is an Infringement upon the 
rights of the family that will not be 
tolerated, is not likely, as a man, to in­ 
fringe upon the rights of the public by 
spitting upon the sidewalks, or the 
floors or steps of public buildings, or in 
the cars. 
In the meantime, however, there is a 
generation of full-grown, active spit­ 
ters to lie reckoned with in the interest 
of the public health, and it is the opin­ 
ion of those who have given careful a t­ 
tention to the m atter that these can be 
reached more effectively by the dis­ 
semination of knowledge upon the sub­ 
ject than by city ordinance or state 
law.—Trenton Star Gazette.

ers. 
Through effective association the 
raisin grower has marketed his crop at 
full prices, as fast as the raisins could 
be delivered and packed and with post 
tive knowledge that not a car will be 
carried over into another season, so 
freely have eastern dealers placed or­ 
ders 
for the 
crop. 
On 
the 
other 
hand the prune groovers, who have an 
equally desirable product, find it ex­ 
tremely difficult to sell their crop even 
at prices which are but little more 
than half the true value of the prod­ 
uct, as compared 
with 
other fruits. 
Dealers in buying and handling raisins 
have perfect confidence In the ability 
of the raisin growers’ association to 
maintain prices at all hazards, 
and 
therefore has no hesitancy in ordering 
freely. In handling prunes the dealers 
realize that the growers are without 
organization and consequently are un­ 
able to regulate prices, and lf liberal 
purchases of prunes were made, the 
price might drop from an eighth to a 
quarter cent the next day. 
They are 
therefore timid about handling prunes 
at all and buy at as low a price as pos 
Bible.

Ground 
Bone 
Fertilizer.—Ground 
bones usually furnish an excellent ap 
plication for grass lands, since they 
are rich in phosphoric acid and alsc 
contain some nitrogen. 
When applied 
they should be finely ground and from 
IOO to 200 pounds used per acre. 
In 
some instances larger quantities ma) 
be used. 
They arc sown by hand oi 
may be deposited by an implement 
used in sowing fertilizer. When ground 
in the fresh form they should be ap­ 
plied in the early spring. 
When ap­ 
plied in the form of bone ash the) 
may be sown in the fall, as then then 
is no nitrogen to lose through leach­ 
ing before growth begins in the spring 
When the bones are treated, that is 
made 
into superphosphate, 
the 
re­ 
sponse in growth will be much qulckei 
than when applied in the untreated 
form, but it will not be so lasting 
Mineral superphosphates may be bes! 
applied In the fall, and for the same 
reason that bone ash may be thus bes! 
applied.—Ex. 


Fall Work in the Orchard.—After 
the fruit is all picked and packed and 
the leaves are off the trees, time should 
be taken before it gets cold weather 
to go through the orchards and trim 
out all dead limbs and such as have 
been 
broken or injured during the 
picking. 
We do not mean a regular 
pruning, though if this is done every 
fall it will not be much work to re­ 
move tho superfluous branches at the 
same time. 
The grapevines should be 
trimmed and laid down for protection 
if they need it this month, and bush 
fruits 
properly 
carried 
away 
and 
burned, and if the leaves also are raked 
up and burned It will help to destroy 
many injurious insects and their eggs. 
But if the leaves are put in the hen­ 
house or used as bedding in the stablei 
and go from thence to the manure 
heap, the fermentation there may burr 
up the pupa and eggs as surely as fire 
would do it.—American Cultivator. 


Bonedust for Young Stock.—Trials 
of feeding bonedust to young stock 
have 
been 
made in France. 
Foul 
ounces daily fed to a calf gave an 
increase of thirty pounds in twenty- 
four days beyond the previous twenty- 
four days’ increase on the same ration. 
Thus five and one half pounds ground 
bone, costing 3*£d, made a llve-weight 
increase of thirty pounds. 
The bone- 
dust is said to promote assimilation oi 
the food, tending to the formation oi 
flefh—Ex.

There is a little insect found in New 
Caledonia called the “insect which 
counts,” and which seems capable of 
counting a t least six. It is found on 
the leaves of the banana tree, and, 
when the moment is favorable, it may 
he seen to turn around, with its head 
as a center, in describing rapid circles. 
At first it executes six of them, not one 
more or one less; then it reverses the 
movement and makes the same num ber 
iii an opposite direction. It stops a 
moment and begins again, but only 
makes five this time, always alternate­ 
ly in opposite directions. Another stop, 
then double 
rotation in 
alternative 
ways, the turns tills time only being 
four, and so on, diminishing constantly 
Is such a way as successively three, 
then two, and at last one single turn. 
After

exercises, 
which are at the same time m athem at­ 
ical, the Insect remains absolutely mo­ 
tionless, until its agitation again takes 
possession of it and it gives itself up 
to Its complicated calculations with an 
exactitude which many people might 
envy.

rietta. Ohio, because some portions of 
it “ reflect severely upon President Mc­ 
Kinley, former Presidents 
Cleveland 
and 
Harrison, 
A ttorney 
General 
Uriggs and former Attorneys General 
Dlney and Miller, and upon the inter­ 
state commerce commission.” 
And so 
it seems th at we are 
beginning 
to 
hedge our presidents around with that 
mysterious odor of royal sanctity that 
’orbids the near approach of the vulgar 
masses. 
In our crude Democratic way 
of looking at things we had supposed 
that the people were the sovereigns, 
and the president their hired man, who 
might be called on to give an account­ 
ing whenever it suited their pleasure. 
It was Mr. Rice who instituted the suit 
igainst the 
Standard 
Oil 
Company 
which resulted in the retirem ent of 
that corporation from Ohio. 
He has 
been an independent oil producer and 
refiner, and through the extraordinary 
‘business m ethods” employed by the 
oil octopus he has been forced out of 
business a num ber of times. 
He is 
thoroughly familiar with the peculiar 
methods of the Standard Oil Company 
and his testimony, it is said, contained 
statem ents which the commission did 
not care to have recorded in the pub­ 
lished testimony. 
We do not know w hether Mr. Rice 
is a Democrat

They 
are no better than other citizens, and 
if their corns are trod upon let them 
keep them on the safe side of public 
opinion. 
It is stated th at Mr. Rice 
has printed his testim ony in a pam ph­ 
let and had it copyrighted.

commission persists in its refusal to 
adm it his evidence, he should furnish 
copies of his pam phlet to the unm uz­ 
zled and uncensored press.

This American is a business man 
with several correspondents

and 
agent of one of the firms running a 
line of steam ers to Manila, 
he was a Philippine agent 
& Co., of Hongkong. San 
New York and Boston. 
According to the 
interview 
Agui­ 
naldo w ants peace, and to get it he is 
willing to repay the $20,000,000 which 
the United States paid to Spain for the 
Philippines, and will consent to Am er­ 
ican soldiers rem aining in Manila till 
the debt is canceled. 
He wants a re­ 
public to consist of a president, con­ 
gress and judiciary, the president to be 
elected by the votes of the people, the 
congress to be chosen in the same 
m anner from all the Philippine isl­ 
ands; a judiciary to he appointed by 
the president or by the senate; local 
governments in all districts and cities 
to be elected by the legal voters there­ 
of; the American soldiery to be w ith­ 
drawn (with some exceptions) from 
the country; to satisfy the American 
people a subsidy on the receipts from 
the customs and exports to pay the 
American governm ent $20,000,000, the 
am ount paid Spain; also the taxes of 
real estate and personal estates to be 
dedicated to the same, and all to be 
epaid in five years; 
American sol­ 
diers (the num ber to be agreed upon) 
to remain at Manila until this debt is 
paid, then to be w ithdraw n from 
the 
island.

From the Journal of Agriculture; A 
peculiar circumstance has occurred in 
connection with the Investigation of 
the Standard Oil Company, by the in­ 
dustrial commission. 
The commission 
has refused to receive and record the 
testimony of Mr. George Rice of Ma­ 
rietta, Ohio, because some portions of 
it “reflect severely upon President Mc­ 
Kinley, form er Presidents 
Cleveland 
and 
Harrison, 
Attorney 
General 
Briggs and former Attorneys General 
Olney gnd Miller, and upon the inter­ 
state commerce commission.” 
And so 
it seems th at we are 
beginning 
to 
hedge our presidents around with th at 
mysterious odor of royal sanctity th at 
forbids the near approach of the vulgar 
masses. 
In our crude Democratic way 
of looking at things we had supposed 
that the people were the sovereigns, 
and the president their hired man, who 
might be called on to give an account­ 
ing whenever it suited their pleasure. 
It was Mr. Rice who instituted the suit 
against the 
Standard 
Oil 
Company 
which resulted in the retirem ent of 
that corporation from Ohio. 
He has 
been an independent oil producer and 
refiner, and through the extraordinary 
'business m ethods” employed by the 
oil octopus he has been forced out of 
business a num ber of times. "He is 
thoroughly fam iliar w ith the peculiar 
methods of the Standard Oil Company 
and his testimony, it is said, contained 
statem ents which the commission did 
not care to have recorded In the pub­ 
lished testimony. 
We do not know w hether Mr. Rice 
is a Democrat 
or 
a Republican, or 
whether, like Mark Hanna, he believes 
there are good trusts and bad trusts; 
but in any event he should be perm it­ 
ted to tell w hat he knows.

that a large part of its business con­ 
sists in making desert wastes of com­ 
peting firms, and then laying heavy 
burdens of tribute on the public; and 
they feel th at they have a right to 
know how and why these things are 
Awe, regardless of w hat happens to the 
president and the ex-presidents. They 
are no better than other citizens, and 
if their corns are trod upon let them 
keep them on the safe side of public 
opinion. 
It is stated th at Mr. Rice 
has printed his testim ony in a pamph­ 
let and had it copyrighted. 
If 
the 
commission persists In its refusal to 
adm it his evidence, he should furnish 
copies of his pam phlet to the unmuz­ 
zled and uncensored press.

A G U IN A L D O S P R O P O S IT IO N . 


New York, Nov. 23.—A letter to the 
World from its Hongkong correspond 
ent, under date of Oct. 19, gives a re 
m arkable interview 
w ith 
Aguinaldo. 
The interview, according to the corre­ 
spondent, comes from 
an 
American 
who has lived for years in the Philip­ 
pines and has known Aguinaldo for a 
long time. 
He has been through the 
lines and has been two weeks with the 
insurgent commander-in-chief. 
This American is a business man 
with several correspondents 
on 
the 
New York 
Produce 
Exchange 
and 
agent of one of the firms running 
line of steam ers to Manila. 
For years 
he was a Philippine agent of Russell 
ft Co., of Hongkong, San Francisco, 
New York and Boston. 
According to the 
interview 
Agui­ 
naldo w ants peace, and to get It he is 
willing to repay the $20,000,000 which 
the United States paid to Spain for the 
Philippines, and will consent to Amer­ 
ican soldiers rem aining in Manila till 
the debt is canceled. 
He wants a re­ 
public to consist of a president, con­ 
gress and judiciary, the president to be 
elected by the votes of the people, the 
congress to be chosen in the same 
m anner from all the Philippine Isl­ 
ands; a judiciary to be appointed by 
the president or by the senate; local 
governm ents In all districts and cities 
to be elected by the legal voters there­ 
of; the American soldiery to be w ith­ 
drawn (with some exceptions) from 
the country; to satisfy the American 
people a subsidy on the receipts from 
the customs and exports to pay the 
American governm ent $20,000,000, the 
am ount paid Spain; also the taxes of 
real estate and personal estates to be 
dedicated to the same, and all to be 
repaid In five years; American sol­ 
diers (the num ber to be agreed upon) 
to remain at Manila until this debt is 
paid, then to be withdrawn from the 
island.
